1 The American Protective associa- 
tion is not a political party, and does 
not control the political affiliation of Its 
members, but it teaches them to lie in- 
tensely active in the discharge of their 
political duties in or out of party lines, 
because it believes that all problems 
confronting our poople will be best 
solved by a conscientious discharge of 
the duties of citizenship by every Indi- 
vid uaL 

a While tolerent of all creeds,"Tt 
holds that subjection to and support of 
any ecclesiastical power, not created 
nnd controlled by American oltizens, 
and which claims equal if not greater 
(.overeignitv than the government of 
the United States, Is irreconcilable 
with American citizenship. It is, there- 
fore, opposed te offices in national, state 
or munlolpal government by any sub- 
ject or supporter of such ecclesiastical 
power.
